A Practical Argument Against 
Birth Prevention

HE Census Bureau . statistics 

relating to births and deaths 
in 19380 show a slight actual in- 
crease in the number of babies 
born alive, the birth rate remain- 
ing practically the same as in 1929 | 
(18.9 per thousand), though lower | 
than the 1928 rate. The deaths for | 
the same period were fewer than | 
the births by more than a million | 
(1,321,367), representing a death | 
rate of 11.3 per thousand as com- | 
pared with the birth rate of 18.9. | 
But the span between the two | 
rates is not so great as it was, for | 
example, in 1927, when the birth | 
rate was higher (20.7) and the 
death rate (11.4) practically the 
same, Going back to 1915 one finds 
an even greater rate of increase 
by birth. Sixty years ago the birth 
rate was about twice as high as it 
is now. 

An Older Population. 

With the lowering of infant 
mortality and the prolongation of 
the average life, we are clearly 
moving toward an older population, 
one in which the people 20 years 
of age or older will be more than 
70 per cent of the total number. 
At the present rates of birth and 
death an “ultimate stationary pop- 
ulation,” with 40 per cent between 
20 and 30 years and 31 per cent 
beyond 50, is likely to be reached 
in less than twenty years from 
now. All this has a high social and 
economic significance. J. J. Speng- 
ler in the current Scribner’s holds 
that “no factor in Western civiliza- 
tion is so loaded with potential 
power for good or evil as the birth 
rate.” 

The birth rate of England and 
Wales reached a new “low” in 1931 
with a rising death rate. Scot- 
land’s birth rate also declined, the 
death rate remaining the same. 
The French are alarmed over the 
continuing drop in their birth rate, 
confronted as they are by impres- 
sive statistics suggesting that “a 
nation which cannot show an aver- |

THE BOOK’S RELIABILITY 
DEPENDS ON THE CHURCH 


The Bible Is an Authority Only When It Is 
in Catholic Hands

On the face of it this missionary 
effort is commendable, but it lacks 
a great deal of logic. The Bible 
can be an authority only when the 


in its present form it is a true ren- 
dition of the original Scriptures; 
that the Catholic Church was in- 
fallible at least at the time she 
declared those original Scriptures 
to have been written under divine 
inspiration. 

Those Concordances, whose in- 
terpretations are not in harmony 
with those of that Church, whose 
sons wrote the Bible and copied it 
and preserved it, certainly cannot 
be very reliable. Protestants often 
speak of fundamentals in matters 
of religious faith and practice. But 
what could be more fundamental 
than the teaching of the Catholic 
Church concerning a number of the 
Sacraments (if her teaching be 
correct) such as the Sacrament of 
Holy Eucharist, the Sacrament of 
Penance, the Sacrament of Con- 
firmation, of Extreme Unction, of 
Matrimoriy? It will not do to say 
that some of these things were in- 
novations of a later age, because 
the Greek Schismatie churches, a 
thousand years older than any 
form of Protestantism, believe and 
practice what Catholics do in these 
matters. 


How, for instance, will the hon- 
est reader of the Bible get around 
Scripture texts like the following: 


“Tf he will not hear the Church, 
let him be to thee as the heathen 
and publican” (Matt. XVIII, 17). 

“There shall be one fold and one 
shepherd” (John X, 16), 

“Thou art a rock; and upon this 
rock I will build My Church, and 
the gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it; and I will give to thee 
the keys of the Kingdom of 
Heaven, and whatseever’ thou 
shalt bind upon earth, shall be 
bound also in Heaven” (Matt.

ELDOM do we consider the sac- 

rifices made by those who leave 

the country of their birth and even 

the comforts of a good home to 

spend their whole lives in pagan 
lands to win. souls to Christ. 

Many people might be very glad 
to pay a visit to China or Japan, 
or India, or South Africa, or to 
Islands of any one of the seas, but 
who would care to remain there un- 
til his death, learn the strange 
language, dwell amid a_ people 
whose standards of living, whose 
customs are so different from those 
to which he had been accustomied 
at home among his congenial 
friends and relatives? 

I am presuming, as is the case 
with Catholic missionaries, that 
they are not salaried, that the sole 
stimulus of their sacrifice is pure 
love for Jesus and for those for 
whom HeHimself sacrificed His life. 

The zeal and self-sacrifice of 
Catholic missionaries are praised 
by all who have contacts with them, 
and in these we have the explana- 
tion of their greater success, ad- 
mitted by missionaries of other or- 
ganizations, even though they re- 
ceive pagans into their folds on 
easier terms, and exact less of 
them after their conversion. 

We are reminded of his “MEM- 
OIRS OF SAMOA” written by Dr. 


Erich Schultz-Ewerth, a non-Cath- 


olic, in which the following tribute 
is paid to Catholic missionaries: 

“In self-denial and active char- 
ity the Catholic missionary is in 
the lead. Everywhere in the South” 
Sea the care of lepers is exclusive- 
ly in the hands of the Catholic Mis- 
sion, because no other is prepared 
to conduct it. This one fact alone 
should suffice. In Samoa we had 
the same experience. When we set 
about isolating the few cases that 
had been ascertained, in order to 
prevent the spreading of the hor- 
rible disease, we offered charge of 
the station to the London Mission, 
in which, if I am not mistaken all, 
or at least most of those afflicted 
with the disease, professed mem- 
bership; but the Mission declined 
with thanks, stating that its per- 
sonnel was inadequate. On the 
other hand, the Catholie Mission 
placed two white Sisters at our dis- 
posal without question or hesita- 
tion; it would have been flatly im- 
possible to equip and conduct the 
station without their aid. 

“Honor to these heroes and hero- 
ines, who have no thought of hero- 
ism; who live in a cage built by 
the repulsion and fear of the rest 
of mankind; who live there in order 
to alleviate and to share the misery 
of the most miserable of humans! 
Danger of contagion is said not to 
be very great if care is exercised; 
but the danger is ever present, 
each day, each hour, without inter- 
mission, life long, and the period of 
segregation extends over years.”

THE CALIFORNIA MISSIONS 


Uncle Dave Tells Jack the Story 
of Mission San Gabriel 
Archangel. 


By Archie O’Connor Richardson 
“Where is Mission San Gabriel, 
Uncle Dave?” 


“San Gabriel—‘The Pride of the 
Missions’—is situated in a lovely 
valley some eight miles eastward 
of the Plaza, Los Angeles. Today, 
the beautiful orange-groved valley 
that stretches into the dim distance 
seems to echo by its very charm 
the Padres’ peaceful rule of long 
ago. The brown-robed Padres are 
there no more, but their dream, 
their achievement—the grey-stone 
Church of Mission San Gabriel 
Archangel—-still stands, still serves 
the little village at its doors. 

“The story of San Gabriel Mis- 
sion is the usual tale of the Fran- 
ciscan Padres’ accomplishments in 
the land of California. It is as al- 
ways the story of heroic struggies 
starting with the erection of a rude 
booth beneath the shade of a tree 
for the celebration of Mass on 
foundation day. Today, as we 
loiter in the shade of the mission 
walls we can almost see the Padres 
praying, as they knelt on founda- 
tion morning, September 8, 1771, 
calling down God’s blessing on 
their future endeavors. Endeavors 
that proved endless, in the years 
that followed, in their persistence 
and sacrifice. But self-sacrifice 
crowned in time with a great 
measure of ‘success — a large 
church, a congregation of 1565, 
shops, storehouses, power mills, 
thousands of cattle, orchards with 
2383 trees and four vineyards con- 
taining some 168,579 vines—an al- 
most perfect mission establishment 
cedicated to the Archangel Gabriel. 

“Even the choosing of the site 
of Mission San Gabriel contained 
\ts dread moment of peril. A band 
of hostile Indians intent upon wip- 
out out the invading strangers— 
the Padres and their little band of 
soldiers and pack-drivers—were 
only outwitted in their evil desires 
by the quick thinking of one of the 
Franciscan Padres. He unfurled 
before the oncoming hostile horde 
a banner of the Blessed Virgin. 
The Indians stopped, hesitated for 
a moment, then slowly approached 
awe-struck at the beauty of Our 
Lady’s image, finally kneeling in 
humble submission at her suppliant 
feet. . 


“The now friendly Indians were 
baptized by Padres Pedro Benito 
Cambon and Jose Angel Ferdandez 
de la Somera, chosen by Padre- 
presidente Junipero Serra to estab- 
lish San Gabriel, the fourth of his 
mission chain. These two Padres 
led their newly-converted Indians 
to the site of the new mission. The 
latter helped the Padres and sol- 
diers in the construction of the 
usual wooden stockade type of 
temporary buildings. Later adobe 
structures were erected. The pre- 
sent stone church was begun in 
1794 and completed in 1806. It was 
built under the direction of Padre 
Cruzado, who was unconsciously 
influenced in his plans by his early 
impressions of the great Cathedral, 
the one-time Mosque, of Cordova, 
Spain. 

“In spite of scanty crops, Indian 
uprisings and earthquakes, the 
early years of the nineteenth cen- 


favored as one of the wealthiest 


‘umder his encouraging guidance 
that the water-power plant was 
constructed that is now famous in 
story as ‘El Molino Viejo.’.” 
“What does that mean,

“Viejo is the Spanish word for 
‘old’ and Molino means ‘mill,’ 
hence ‘The Old Mill.’ In the earth- 
quake of 1812 the mill was badly 
damaged. A Yankee, named Joseph

a new mill at another site. But it 
is the ruins of the older deserted 
mill that are renowned in legend 
as ‘El Molino Viejo.’ 

“Today, the Missionary Sons of 
the Immaculate Heart of Mary 
safeguard with devoted care the 
sacred relics and venerable church 
of San Gabriel. Their carefully 
collected museum makes possible 
an easy and complete study of the 
relics of old San Gabriel of bygone 
days. Their presence as Spiritual 
Fathers of the Christian families 
settled around the old mission 
makes more clear the appealing 
message from the Campanario of 
the: 

“*Bells of the past, whose long- 

forgotten music 
Still fills the wide expanse,

'what I had done, that I had searce- 
ly done anything at all; that I had

that the fathers I had been reading 
which were exclusively those of the 
ante-Nicene period, as far as my 
reading was concerned, had very 
little in them.

Chicago—“For years we have 
been deluded with the proposition 
that an engineer could guide the 
destinies of the White House.

Charles E. Coughlin, of Detroit, 
nationally-known as “the radio 
priest,” declared in an address to 
the Democratic National Conven- 
tion here recently. 


Father Coughlin, who has been 
occupying a place in the press gal- 
lery of the convention and writing 
his observations of the meeting for 
several papers, was called to the 
speaker’s rostrum during a lull in 
the proceedings caused by the in- 
ability of the platform committee 
to report at the time assigned. A 
number of other nationally-known 
figures addressed the convention at 
this time. 

Father Coughlin told the dele- 
gates that he appeared before them 
as neither a Republican nor a Dem- 
ocrat, “but rather to defend the 
principles of Jesus Christ which 
have been expatriated from both 
politics and from government.” 


The time has come, the speaker 
said, when it is necessary to take 
cognizance of “the 11,000,000 men 
who are tramping the streets of 
our cities.’

Twelfth Book of the 
Rev. M. A. Chapman 
Issued From Press 


Twelve volumes in eight years is 
the literary output of the Rev. Mi- 
chael Andrew Chapman, of the 
Cathedral of the Immaculate Con- 
ception, Fort Wayne. He has also 
written numerous articles during 
this period. The B. Herder Book 
company of St. Louis, largest Cath- 
olic publishers in America have 
just issued a new volume of ser- 
mons by Father Chapman. All of 
these books have been written 
while he has been stationed at the 
Cathedral. Besides these, the 
Frederick Pustet Co., of New York, 
has brought out three volumes by 
the same writer, two of them deal- 
ing with liturgical matters and 
one a series of lives of the saints 
for children. The Bruce Publishing 
Co., of Milwaukee, Wis., has pre- 
sented a very successful book of 
Italian travel sketches, and has 
contracted for another study of 
Italian festivals which Father 
Chapman is now engaged in writ- 
ing. 

The new volume “For Days and 
for Seasons,” contains sermon ma- 
terial of all of the Catholic holy 
days of obligation, a series for 
Lent, another for Advent, also a 
series for the months of May and 
November, besides a set of medita- 
tions- for the Holy Hour for each 
month in the year. But the fea- 
ture which makes it, perhaps, 
unique among Catholic sermon 
books is the series of notes for 
Civil holidays or the Sundays near- 
est to them. Memorial day, In- 
dependence day (a sermon on 
which the author delivered in the 
Cathedral Sunday, July 3); Labor 
day, Columbus day and Thanksgiv- 
ing day comprise this unusual set. 
Besides these the favorite discourse 
of the author, twice delivered in 
St. Peter’s church, Fort Wayne, 
Good Friday evenings, is included 
in the volume, 

At the present time a series of 
sermon notes on topics taken from 
the Old Testament, is appearing in 
The Acolyte, a magazine for priests 
of which Father Chapman has been 
the editor since it was founded by 
the Most Rev. John F. Noll, 
D. D., eight years ago. These will 
quite probably appear in book 
form later. Father Chapman en- 
joys the distinction of having an 
entire page of Herder’s catalog de- 
voted to his books.

Force Mothers and Children 
Into Factories and Mines 


New York—Disruption of the hu- 
man family is the “crime” of mod- 
en industry, declared the Rev. Dr. 
Edward L. Curran recéntly in the 


leourse of his address over the 


“Catholic Hour,” which was broad- 
cast. over a network of the National 
Broadcasting Company through 
Station WEAF, here, and was 
sponsored by the National Council 
of Catholic Men. 


Declaring that before “the exist- 
ence of the factory the home was 
the center of industry as well as 
life,” Dr. Curran pointed out that 
the factory first emptied the homes 
of their wage earners and within 
its “foul, ill-smelling depths, men 
labored, divorced from the sight of 
sunlight and the smell of flowers 
and the tranquil domesticity of 
their firesides.” Then, he said, in- 
dustry entered upon the era of 
scanty wages and thus brought the 
family members. together again— 
since “all members of the home 
had to cooperate as wage earners” 
and mothers and children entered 
the mines and factories to work 
side fy side with the fathers, “not 
in the private sanctity of the home 
but in the public degradation of 
the factory.” 

“The pagan capitalist had taken 
the loveliest product of God’s crea- 
tion, the human family, and sever- 
ed it for his individual profit and 
pleasure,” Dr. Curran continued. 
“Women no longer had time to ac- 
cept the responsibilities of mother- 
hood. What profited it them if 
they did? The flesh of their flesh 
and the blood of their blood became 
so much more added sacrificial ma- 
terial upon the altar of economic 
tyranny. Fathers no longer had 
time to supervise the development 
of their household. Tired with the 
long day, that began in darkness 
and ended in darkness, they reach- 
ed home to indulge in the forgetful- 
ness of drink or succumb to the 
transitory unconsciousness of sleep. 
Children no longer had time to 
retain their childhood. The love- 
liest period of their life was robbed 
of its dreaming and its playfulness. 
The innocence of their souls was 
stained by economic association 
with those who sinned through de- 
spair, even as the brightness of 
their cheeks was bleached by the 
unwholesome man-made air that 
surrounded them. The factory had 
become their home. The mine had 
become their nursery. Machines 
had become their playthings. De- 
spair had become their daily dream. 

“For the crime of disrupting the 
human family all lovers of humani- 
ty must forever denounce the 
abuses of the beginnings of mod- 
ern industry. . When mother 
and child were forced to work to 
supplement the scanty wages of 
the father whom God had appoint- 
ed the natural wage earner of the 
family, the plan of God in the crea- 
tion of the human family was 
marred and blackened almost be- 
yond recognition. There can be no 
Christian home unless parent and 
child are together day by day. 
There can be no Christian home 
unless the father receives a living 
wage sufficient to maintain the 
constant companionship of the 
home. . .

Gradually the 
voices in the chorus of educational 
critics of America’s school system 
is increasing. Not many years ago 
such statements would have spelled 


facts, results of a long standing 
policy, demonstrate beyond cavil 
that somewhere there has existed, 
or does exist a fundamental error 
with regard to this work of educat- 
ing the youth of the land. 
Experience Teaches. — 

Without further digression, we 
may assume that experience in life 
possesses determinable value. It is 
also true that wealth and complete- 
ness of experience is a directly pro- 
portional product, under ordinary 
conditions, of its length and uni- 
versality. 

Now, it is a fact, that no other 
institution, in the western hemi- 
sphere can even remotely approxi- 
mate the Catholic Church in this 
respect. She antedates by some 
fifteen centuries all of her competi- 
tors. For this reason it may not 
be improbable, that when the un- 
certainties of an age of experi- 
menting will have vanished, that 
the educational world will once 
more find itself adopting principles, 
which had seemed long since dis- 
carded. 

Who Shall Decide? 

In weighing arguments that 
shall determine the future educa- 
tion of their children, Catholic par- 
ents will act wisely, if themselves, 
rather than the child, will decide 
on policies and institutions of edu- 
cation. However, this anomaly too 
often exists, when parents permit 
their children to select another 
school after graduation from the 
grades. Neither the eighth, nor the 
twelfth grade, possibly one might 
include at times even the sixteenth, 
offers sufficient experience in these 
matters.

Upsets French Nation 
PARIS—tThe fall in the birth | 


rate in France is gravely pre-occu- 
pying the nation. It is feared that 
the population will decrease by 
half in the next seventy-five years. 
France’s population today is rough- 
ly 40,000,000. 

The continued decline in the 
birth rate has become so serious 
that it is officially estimated that 
whereas in 1930 the number of 
yeuths called to the colors was 
258,000, in 1935 the number will 
have fallen to 136,000. 

In 1835 the average French fam- 
ily raised four children; in 1896 
this figure had fallen to three chil- 
dren per family, and today the fig- 
ure is barely 2.2. The births in 
France in 1868 were 1,340,000. In 
1891 they were 915,000 and the last 
annua! figures available show them 
to be 741,000.

From these few glimpses of the 
past and the present we see that 
the Papacy is the ruling power In 
the realm of religion. The Church 
is a firmly established society; at no 
time did Her enemies ever prevail 
against Her. Such is the testimony 
of History to the power and pres- 
tige of the Papacy. That power for 
good is not due to any fortuitous 
course of events. It is due to the 
express will of Christ. 


Only the men who study history 
with eyes not blinded by prejudice 
ean fully appreciate its message. 
Because of its study many have laid 
aside their preconceived notions and 
have had to admit that the Church 
has played the leading part in the 
progress of civilization. The past 
plainly manifests the secret of the 
Church’s marvelous power for good. 
It is Her unique government. In or- 
der to understand the powerful pos- 
ition of the Roman Papacy we have 
viewed it in the light of history. 
Through all the storms and battles 
of the centuries the Church has 
stood serene and wunshaken on 
Peter, the Rock. Even Her enemies 
have been forced to admire Her 
beauty and Her strength. The 
Church is beautiful because Her 
doctrine is true: strong, because 
Christ promised that even the gates 
of hell should never prevail against 
His Spouse.

Our Lady Queen of Martyrs 
church, built by Father Murrett, 
was the first ecclesiastical building 
in this country in which the Japa- 
nese architectural style was adapt- 
ted in church design.

Educational Dept. 
Will Not Be Issue In the Coming 
Presidential Campaign 

Chicago.—At its National Con- 
vention in New York in 1924, and 
again in Houston in 1928, the 
Democratic Party dealt a severe 
blow to the proposal to establish a 
Federal Department of Education 
with a Secretary in the President’s 
Cabinet. 

At its 1982 National Convention 
here recently, the Democratic 
Party completely ignored this pro- 
posal in its platform. 

This action, following only two 
weeks after the failure of the Re- 
publican Party to include a Federal 
Department of Education plank in 
its 1932 platform, definitely estab- 
lishes that, except for an entirely 
unforeseen circumstance, this pro- 
ject will not be before the Ame- 
rican electorate in November.

In the Acts of the Apostles, St. 
Luke does not tell us very much 
about St. Peter, after his deliver- 
ance from prison. But there are 
many wonderful things told of St. 
Paul. St. Paul and St. Barnabas 
were ordained as Apostles of the. 
Gentiles, and immediately set out’ 
on the long missionary careers. 

They met a certain good man. 
named Sergius Paulus, who wished. 
to hear the teachings of Christ. He, 
was convinced and about to become 
a Christian, when a magician 
scoffed at Sergius’ belief, and thus | 
delayed the baptism. St. Paul was, 
grieved at the work of this false’ 
prophet, and, filled with the Holy 
Ghost, he scolded the magician, 
and denounced him, telling him he 
would become blind. The man was. 
struck blind on the spot, and Ser- 
gius Paulus was so impressed that 
he asked for baptism at once. 

The two apostles sailed from 
Cyprus, and finally went to An- 
tioch. St. Paul entered the syna- 
gogues and openly preached “Jesus 
Christ Crucified.” So great was 
the effect of their work that the 
Jews were jealous, and the officers 
of the temple had the avostles 
driven from the city. 

At the town of Lystra, the peo- 
ple were so astounded at the won- 
ders of Paul and Barnabas, they , 
brought oxen to offer in sacrifice | 
before Paul. He was so vexed, 
that he tore his clothing, and shout- 
ed to them, that only ONE should, 
be honored by sacrifice and that 
was the Supreme Creator of the, 
universe. The people turned against. 
them, and St. Paul was dragged 
from the town, stoned, and left for 
dead. When the barbarians were 
gone, Paul arose, and he and Bar- 
nabas went to Antioch to continue 
preaching to the Gentiles. 

It was shortly after this mission- 
ary trip that St. Paul chose for his 
travelling companion the beloved 
helper, St. Timothy.
